Aa a matter ef fact, such action might speed sovi-t 
acceptance of the President's prapesal.

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I have talked to Ambassador Conant about this idea, and he i. extesa: | 
enthusiastic -- 20 much so that just before I left Berlin he wrote nz a 
letter on the subject which I have givento Lewis Strauss <0 that if Jae 
project is to be carried further it can be directly between Strauss and 
Conant without going through the extra and unnecessary Jackson laop. 


I would like to point out that to get impact from this idea, it =< act 
necessary for the U.S. te make the final decision as te the actual 
erection of the power plant. The idea ceuld be leaked simply as ar ide: 
A survey group could waader arouad Berlin looking for a suitable : ite; 

a rubble area could be fenced off and put under guard with mysteri as 
signs; and the project for the time being could be limited te tie rur-or 
stage, which from the staadpoint of the Berliners and the Soviet observ: - 
is almost as good as actual getting on with the work. 


Besides this big thing, there are a iet of smaller things that can be don: 


The Tripartite communique issued after we left Berlin stated that we ws i4 
concern ourselves immediately with all the different ways in which the ! 4 
of the Berliners might be ameliorated. 


This must not be aliowed te drop into the limbo of endless meeting of 

the Western High Commissioners with no action emerging. The minim. : 
called for is at least some symbelic evidence of activity on our parc. I. 
this work, az you know, the emotional and psychological impact of ; 

small and relatively unimportant piece of action is as great, and fs eque: ity 
gteater, than a vague realization that something tremendous {z deli-g 
cooked up behind closed doors which might be unveiled moaths enc -. 


Ambassador Conant, whe is very receptive, should be instruct ed te qet 
going on the implementation of the Tripartite communique with rest =ct 
te Berlin as fast as possible, ami he should be toid not to allow Aim ieli 
or the British and French :iigh Commissioners to get bogged down i: 
interminable hassling over big projects while passing over ali the eal! 
ones that could be decided upen and put into Operation quickly. 


The language of the communique states that the three Western High 
Commissioners will study this problem and then make their Fecommen- 
dations to the Soviet High Commissioner for Quadripartite apy reoval. 
Obviously we are not going to get, Seviet approval on very much. 


The Soviet veto should be used by us as a weapon, by making sure ti.at 


the inhabitants of Berlin ksow at all times what we want to do, and trea 
let them be aware of the Soviet “myet". For purposes of sustained Pvupe: 
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it would be better to dribble out: these proposals one by one ever the 
coming days and weeks rather thar take a let of time antil we have ons 
great big beautiful package for the Soviets to turn down.

5 
of flash atrikes and demonstrations in separated areas over an extcade: 
period of time -- the same technique that the Commies have from time 
to time used in France and Italy. 


Sabotake of industrial and agricultural shipments out of the East Zone 
destined for Russia should be orgasised and undertaken os a wajer scale. 


Clandestine terroristic pressure should be organized against the monmb:.+ 
of the Soviet regime in East Germany, and if an Ulbricht or two aid ate 
show up at the office some merning, few would weep.
